The resignation of Mr., Shillington was
generally discussed yeésterdsy ot thé Clhty
Hall, everyone expressing regret at his
determination to sever his connection with
the District Attorney's office, where, dur-

This step 1= taken hy Mr. Shillington, it
1s rumored, because of the aetion of Distrie:
Attorney Anderson in rl-duclng the salaries
of some of the assistants in his office.

While it Is unofficially stated that Mr.
Shillington's annual salary was redoeed
from 2,800 to §2,000 a year, this stutement
is not suthenticatsd. In fabt, thers was
2 rumor last week to the effect that in
cennection with the reduction of the sala-
ries of other assistants in the Distrief
Attorney's Office, Mr. Shillipgron’s pay
would only be reduced $300. When the
rumar was first put in circulation that it
was ke purpose of District Attorney An-
derson to make a graded reduction of the
salaries of his assistants apd some of the
clerical force, he was asked about the reé-
pert, but refused at that time to make
any statement furlher than to =ay that
nothing definite had been decided upon.

A close friend of the District Attorney
stated, bowever, that if such action was
taken by Geperal Anderson It would be for
the purpase of incrensing the number of as.
sistants in the office from four to five.
